Friday—Life Histor. 

Fnn kor, O., Jan. 18.—Rutherford Birchard 
Hayes, ex- President of the United States, 
ed at 10:45 o'clock last night. 
The Hayes mansion at 9 o’clock last night 
was wrapped in silence and darkness, with 
only the steady glow of a light in the south- 
west room of the mansion on 
the frst floor. This room was the 
one occupied by the stricken ex-Presidant. 

The early report that the condition of ex- 
President Hayes was improving and that he 
was resting easily allayea most suspicion, 30 
thatthe sudden appearance of Webb Hayes 
with the announcement that his father had 
just died proved a shock to all. From Mr. 
Hayes it was learned that the conditiof of 
his father took a sudden change early in the 
evening and rapid dissolution followea. 

The members of the Hayes family have all 
along been exceedingly reticeht concerning 
the condition of Gen. Hayes andthe attend- 
ing physician has followed the same course. 

An immediate friend of the family gave a 
complete description of the scenes attendant 
upon Gen. Hayes’ last hour, Early in the 
» evening the condition of the ex-President 
was quite favorable toward a good night, 
and with that assurance the family, 
worn out from their continued watching, 
retired early to rest. It was only 


fora short time, when they were hastily | 


@roused and called to the bedside of the now 
dying father. The end soon came, and the 
distingushed man passed peacefully and 
painlessly away at 10:45 p. m., with members 
of the family and the attending physician 
around him. Rutherford B. Hayes, ason of 
the ex-President, wasseen shortly after the 
death, and the above statement was cor- 
roborated. 

The whole city is now in mourning, flags 
are at half mast, all testifying to the regard 
with which the General is held. Telegrams 
ofcondolence are still pouring in from all 
directions from prominent and leading men 
ofthe country. The arrangements for the 
funeral have not as yet all been 
decided upon. They have placed 
the arrangements temporarily in the 
hands of Ool. H. 8. Buckland of this 
city. The funeral will probably be held-Fri- 
day atso’ctlock. As ex- President Hayes was 
a strong admirer of the Loyal Legion it is 
quite probable they will have charge of it. 

The death oft ex-President Hayes has 
caused universal sorrow in this city, where 
he was known and admired by everyone. 
His life bere since his retirement from pub-

HOW BAYES WAS SEATED. 

The suspense’ and anxiety of ‘the country 
during the months following the Presi- 
dential election in 187% are well 
remembered. Mr. Tilden carried the 
country by a popular majority of more than 
250,000 votes, Dut the Republicans cast a 
doubt upon the electoral vote by chailenging

When the State of Maine was called Bob“ 
Ingersoll went tothe platform. The delegates 
knew that he was to place Blaine in nomina- 
tion, but they did not know 8 Fif- 
teen minutes after he mounted the platform 
he found himself famous, for the delegates 
with amazement and delight asked: Who 
is this man who has made this wonderful 
speech?’’ 

Had the balloting Immediately followed 
these nominating speeches there is no ques- 
tion but Mr. Blaine would have been nomli- 
nated, Blaine himself in s 
occurred says with almost pathetic sugges- 
tion of humor: The gathering shades of 
evening made it necessary for the conven- 
tion to adjourn.’’ But ne might have add- 
ed that the politics that was being played at 
the convéntion made it impossible to pro- 
cure lights so that the convention could pro- 
ceed with its business. During the night 
combinations were made against Blaine. It 
was seen that he hada plurality of the dele- 
gations; and that unless union could De ef- 
‘fected upon some one he would after a few

the legality of the elections in some of the 
Southern States. The decision of the result 
in the electoral college was to rest on 
the votes of Loulsiana, South Carolina and 
Florida. The first and last of these had been 
carried by Tilden, and in South Carolina the 
result was still in doubt. Without any of 
these States Tilden lacked but one vote, while 
Hayes, the Republican nominee, must have 
them all to secure a majority. Zach Chand- 
ler, John Sherman, and other ‘‘visiting 
statesmen’’ were sent into Louisiana and 
Fiorida,where they made their wishes known 
to the carpet bag returning board, and enough 
Democratic votes were thrown out to give 
those States to Hayes. These votes, with 
that of South Carolina, which be was found 
to have carried, gave hima majority of one 
electoral vote. Knowingthat the House of 
Representatives would never consent to the 
counting of the votes of Florida and Louls- 
lana, the plotters contrived the electoral 
commission, which confirmed the fraud, and 
Hayes was seated. ' 

The details of the fraud of 76 may be 
briefly told as follows: A conspiracy was 
hatched in New -York to throw out some of 
the Democratic votes in the three States in 

hich the result of the election was in doubt 
and return Republican electors. Asa result, 
in Fiortda; South Carolina and Louisiana two 
sets of certificates were issued and sent to 
Washington, one forthe Republican electors 
and one for the Democratic electors. Pre- 
vious to this a committee of Republicans had 
been sent to New Orleans to witness the can- 
vass in the interest of a ‘‘fair’’ count. ‘The 
Democratic National Committee also sent a 
committee there. 

No agreement was reached, and after a 
stormy period of fillbustering two sets of cer- 
tillcates were issued. There had been a con- 
troversy 14 1 for some time in Congress 
in regard tothe matter of counting and de- 
claring the electoral votes of the several 
States, and the matter was still un- 
settled when the returns of Florida, 
South Carolina and Louisiana were pre- 
sented to Congress. A joint committee of 
the two houses was created to devise a 
method for settling such disputes as might 
arise. Out of this came the Electoral Commis- 
sion. Five members ofthis commission were 
to be appointed by each house. The Associate 
Justices of the Supreme Court for the First, 
Third, Eighth and Ninth circuits were 
designated to act with them af- 
ter agreeing upon a fifth Justice to 
be added to their number. In this 
way the commission was made up of Sena- 
tors Edmuds, Morton, Frelinghuysen, Thur- 


man and Bayard—three Republicans and two. 


Democrats; Representatives Payne, Hunton, 
Abbett, Hoarand Garfleld—three Democrats 
andtwo Repu blicans, and Justices Clifford, 
Field, Strong and Bradley. the last named be- 
ing the one agreed upon by the others. 

Ihe Democrats who voted for the bill ere - 
ating the;Klectoral Commission expected that 
David Davis of Illinois would be the fifth 
justice onthe commission and the fifteenth 
and last chosen member ofthat body. In- 
stead, Davis suddenly conceived an ambDl- 
tion to go te the United States Senate, re- 
signed his justiceship and became ineligible. 
It was then that Joseph Bradley of New Jer- 
sey became the balance of power. The de- 
cisions of the contested returns were allin 
favor of the Republican claims by a vote of 8 
to 7, and Hayes was declared elected. 

His administration was nota brilliant, but 
arespectable one,and Washington society 
declared his wife to be a most refined and 
charming woman. The Hayes Cabinet con- 
sisted of Wm. M. Evarts, Secretary of State; 
John Sherman of Ohio, Secretary of the 
Treasury; George W. McCrary of lowa, Sec- 
retary of War; Richard W. Thompson of in- 
diana, Secretary of the Navy; Cari Schurz of 
Missouri, Secretary of the Interior; David M. 
Key of Tennessee, Postmaster-General, and 
Charles Devens of Massachusetts, Attorney- 
General, 

Since his retirement from the presidential 
office Mr. Hayes has never been seriously put 
forward by his party for a renomination. 


HOW HE WAS NOMINATED. 


His candidacy for the Presidency is neces- 
sarily very closely associated with one of 
James G. Bilaine’s humiliating defeats, 
for it was only as a compromise candl- 
date that at the last moment Mr. Hayes was 
taken up as a bridge between the Conk- 
ling and Blaine factions. It is a very 
interesting story. As stated above, 
the convention was held at Cincinnati. 
The most conspicuous candidate for the 
nomination was James G. Blaine. He was 
then a very young man, at least for presiden- 
tlalhonors. Ile was only 46. He had served 


three terms as Speaker of the House, and 
during that service had displayed those rare 
intellectual and personal qualities which 
gained forhim the peculiar hold upon the 
masses which had been likened to that which 
Henry Clay enjoyed. Blaine was a ccnfessed 
candidate. He directed, sofar as he could 
do so with dignity, his own Canvass, but he 

had a splendid staff of enthusiastic young as. 
sistants about him. knew that during 
his service as Speaker he had necessarily 

alienated many men of influence, and that if 
he was defeated for thenomination it would 

be due to them. 

But there were other strong men besides 
Blaine offered as candidates. There was Sen- 
ator Morton of Indiana, a man of great intel- 
lectual power, without great culture, and 
hampered by physical infirmities. Senator 
Conkling of New York, then perhaps at the 
climax of his remarkable, brilliant, but anx- 
lous and tempestuous career as a Pe tgp 
was also a candidate and represented much 
of the strength of what was called the Grant 
wing of the party. Benjamin H. Bristow,

FORMING THE COMBINAMION, 

The Indiana delegation made propo- 
sitions to the Ohſo delegation, and there was 
also much consultation with some of the 
Pennsylvanians who for personal reasons 
were opposed to Blaine. It was found that 


there could not be a combination on Morton. 
It was also discovered that it would be im- 
possible to bring any conquering support to 
Conkling. Most of those who were opposed 
to Blaine nevertheless refer 
his nomination to that of Bristow, 
against whom, especially on the part of Gen. 
Grant’s friends, there was intense personal 
hostility. That left only Gov. Haves or Gov. 
Hartranft, and it was seen that the Penn- 
sylvania delegation was notas a whole sin- 
cere in its support of Hartranft. Hayes had 
the advantage of having entailed no personal 
enmities and he had the prestige of having 
defeated Allen G. Thurman in a desperate 
> battle for the Governorship of Ohlo. So in 
the nigut the combination was perfected 
looking to the ultimate nomination of Hayes 
as the only man.upon whom the opposition 
to Blaine could unite. 

On the following morning the convention 
proceeded to baliot, and on the first ballot 
Mr. Blaine received 285 votes, Morton 124, 
Bristow 113, Conkling 99, Hayes 61, Hartranft 
58 and Jewell 11. Biaine’s plurality was so 
great that all his friends believed the victory 
had been practically won. Perhaps it might 
have been had it not been for the fact that 
Mr. Blaine was lat his home in Washing- 
ton, unable to counsel with his friends on ac- 
count of a severe sunstroke which threat- 
ened his life and which had smitten him 
down as he was entering the church on the 
previous Sunday. 

The second ballot showed slight gains for 
Blaine and Hayes and losses for the rest, and 
Gen. Woodford said afterward that Ben Wade 
whispered to him saying: Our Governor 18 
to be the man. On the fifth ballot Michigan 
set the cue, raising Hayes’ voteto 104,and on 
the seventh ballot New York State retired for 
consultation and agreed to support Hayes, 
while Pennsylvania split its vote, giving part 
to Blaine, and when the result was an- 
nounced Hayes had 384, Blaine 351 and Bris. 
tow: 21. 

The nomination was a great surprise, and 
the bitterest disappointment to the. en- 
thuslastic friends of Blaine, who unquestion- 
ably numbered a majority in the Republican 
party. Wm. H. Wheeler of New York was 
Gen. Hayes’ running mate and became Vice- 
President. c .

AT THE HAYES HOMESTEAD. 


A newspaper correspondent recently called 
at the Hayes homestead at Fremont and thus 
describes the ex-President: 

He was of medium size, as straight as an 
arrow, and his only sign of age appeared in 


the white of hig hair and in his beardof 
frosted silver. His blue eyes, which looked 
at me from under his slouch hat, were 
full of fire, and his cheeks were: rosy 
with health. He wore an overcoat. well 
buttoned up at the throat, and he threw this 
open as he entered the room. I recognized 
him at once. It was ex-President Hayes, 
now more than 70 years old,but withas much 
vigor as he had when he presided over the 
affairs of the nation in the White House and 
as business-like now as he was then. He 
was the personification of both physical and 
mental health, and as he greeted me I noticed 
that his voice was strong, and during my 
talk with him 1 found his memory unim- 
paired. 

I found him full of business, and upon 
telling him that I wanted to get some photo- 
graphs of himself and his house he gavea 
note for myself and photographer to Mrs. 
Webb Hayes, telling her to let us take 
pictures of anything in the house from 
oo. to cellar and gave me an appointment 
or my talk. 

We were in President Hayes’ bedroom 
when he was chatting about Mrs. Hayes. 
This,“ said he, is the only room which 
no one can enter without knocking, and I 
come in here when I want to be alone, If 
my Callers push me too hard and I want to 
absolutely insure my privacy for my work 
I have this other room in reserve, and he 

Olnted to his private bathroom, which is 
just of the bedroom. In company with 

im I looked at it. It is about fifteen feet long 
and ten feet wide, and one side of it was 
walled with books and cases. At one énd 
there was a bathtuband at the other there 
was a desk littered with manuscript and 
papers Of various kinds, and the room was, 
in short, a kind of a bathroom and work- 
shop combined. Alungthe tops of the cases 
were books bearing upon the subjects which 
the President was studying at the time I vis- 
ited him, and ali the surroundings were those 
of hard work. 

The correspondent asked the ex-President 
to speak of his daily life, and Mr. Hayes said:

THE NEWS IN WASHINGTON, 


IT CAME ASA SURPRISE—FLAGS AT HALF-MAST. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Coming so soon 
after the sudden death of Gen. Butler and 
the sad ending of Senator Kenna, the demise 


of ex-President Hayes created something ofa 
shock to people in official lite here. Flags are 
Aying athalf-mast to-day on all public 
buildings in Washington. President Har- 
rison received the news of his predecessor’s 
death this morning. Last night he tele- 
graphed an inquiry to Mr. Webb Hayes con- 
cerning the condition of his father and 
about 10 o' clock the answer came: The 
ex- President was resting easily. 

When the President learned of the death of 
Mr. Hayes he was surprised, in view of the 
aoa information he received last 
night. 

President Harrison will not attend the 
funeral of Mr. Hayes, but he will probably 
send a representative to Fremont. This after- 
noon an informal talk among members of the 
Cabinet will take place to formulate a suitable 
executive order concerning the death of the 
ex-President, and the War Department will 
also issue an appropriate order giving the 
military record of the deceased. 

The Ohio Republican Association will hold 
a meeting this 88 to take appropriate 
action on the death of Mr. Hayes.

Gladstone’s Ultimatum Again 


DOMINATION. 


The Egyptian Ruler Remembered the Im- 
posing Naval Display at the Time of 
His Accession to the Throne — The 
Hurrie4 Council in Downing Street— 
Rumors of Intrigue — History of the 
Occupation. 


Carro, Jan. 18.—The flurry in Egyptian 
political affairs has ended in the complete 
withdrawal of the Khedive from the position 
taken by him and henceforth, unless some 
untoward event occurs, Great Britain will 
have all to say as to who shall fill the Egyp- 
tian Cabinet. 

Yesterday the Khedive was handed an ul- 
timatum from the British Government de- 
manding the dismissal of the newly ap- 
pointed Ministry within twenty-four hours. 
The ultimatum left no doubt that 
Great Britain was seriously determined not 
to relax her grip upon the country, and that 
the Khedive’s wishes would not be al- 
lowed to count for anything against what 
England believes to be her interests. The 
Egyptian ruler was given to understand that 
his position was held only through the con- 
sent of Great Britain, and if that consent was 
withdrawn he would find himself in a preca- 
rious position. 

Upon the expiration to-day of the twenty- 
four hours given in the ultimatum, Lord 
Cromer, the British Minister, went to the 
Abdin Palace and demanded to know the 
decision the Khedive had arrived at. The 
Khedive, who had had a long. conference 
with Nubar Pasha and Riaz Pasha, expressed 
rearet that his selection of a Ministry had 
proved not to the liking of Great Britain,and 
pointed out that Fakhri Pasha, the newly 
appointed President of the Council, had at 
his request resigned the position. The Khe- 
dive offered to appoint in his stead Riaz 
Pasha, who was formerly atthe head of the 
Egyptian Ministry, and who is knownto be 
friendly to British interests. Lord Cromer 
assented to the appointment of Riaz Pasha. 
He secured from the Khedive an understand- 
ing that hereafter he would make no altera- 
tion in the Ministry without consulting Great 
Britain.

ships at Alexandria was regarded asa move 

on the part of Lord Salisbury’s government 
to impress the young ruler with the import - 

ance of England's friendship, and to some 
extent to neutralize the effect of the Sultan’s 
firman, which maintains the sovereign 
rights of the sublime Porte over all Egypt. it 
had the effect anticipated and it neutralized

When 4 tg interfered in Egypt during 
the Arabi Bey rebellion and France declined 
totake any part in the occupation of the 
country the latter made a grave mistake and 
gave Great Britainan opportunity of getting 
a foothold in Egypt,which it is never likely to 
give up. It hus been strengthening itself 
there ever since, while France and Russia 
have been working openly and zealously to

ENGLAND’S ULTIMATUM, 


GLADSTONE’S GOVERNMENT MAKES SHORT 
WORK OF THE KHEDIVE’S REBELLION. 
LONDON, Jan. 18.—As stated in yesterday’s 
dispatches, the announcement from Calro 
that Khedive Abbas of Egypt had de- 
cided to cut his British leading strings 
and had appointed a Ministry with- 
out consulting the British representa- 
tive at his capital, 
in Downing street. A hurriedly convened 
Cabinet council was held at 5:30. The coun- 


cil lasted an hour and ten minutes. 

It rose at 6:35 o’clock after resolving unanol. 
mously to treat the Khedive with the utmost 
firmness. 

The Ministers decided to inform him in a 
distinct manner that his position as the ruler 
of Egypt depends upon the good will of Great 
Britain and that the British Government will 
refuse to recognize the reactionary Ministry 
that he has appointed. 

It is believed that Mr. Cromer’s message 
attributed the Khedive’s action to concerted 
Russian, French and Turkish intrigues.

A CROSSING HORROR 


Sleighing Party Run Down by a 
Locomotive. 


EIGHT INSTANTLY KILLED AND SW- 


TEEN INJURED. 


Two Men Entombei Alive in a FPenn- 
syivania Coal Shaft—Firemen Fatally 
Injured at Evansville — Steamer 
Aground—Sleeping Car Demolished 
and the Porter Injured. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Jan. 18.—A dreadful 
accident occurred at a crossing near Lons- 
dale, on the Providence & Worcester Ralil- 
road, about 1:30 o’clock this morning.

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HIGH DISTRICTS ARE NOW AUMOST 
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The Exhéustion Oharzed to the Great 


Waste by ths Public—Faucets Left 
Open Day and Night to Keep Pipes 
From Freezing — The Coal Supply 


If the present cold weather continues very 
much longer st. Louis is threatened witha 
water famine equal to that which caused so 
much suffering and inconvenience in 1884, 
when the supply of water in the 
reservoir was for some hours completely 
exhausted. As it is now residents in all the 
bigher portions of the city, are experiencing 
the discomforts which arise from the failure 
ofthe watersupply, and are making loud 
complaints against their present state. All 
day long yesterday and to-day num- 
bers of more or less disgusted 
citizens visited the Water Commissioner’s 
and the Mayor’s offices in order to register 
their ‘*kicks’’ about their inability to obtain 
even a small quantity of the very necessary 
fluid. Should a fire break out in any of these 
high districts, the result would be dangerous 
inthe extreme, since itis more than prob- 
able that nothing could be done to check the 
names. The fire engines would be worse 
than usvlessif the supply of water was de- 
pendent upon the fire plugs. 

THE PUBLIC BLAMED. 

At the Water Commissioner’s office the 
blame forthe existing state of affairs is laid 
entirely upon the heads of the public, Very 
little water is consumed ina legitimate way 
in the winter months, it is said, 
at least in proportion to the 
amount required during the hot 


season, yet the average, daily consumption 
for January has so far been far in excess of 
that for June, July or August of last year. 
The amount of water wasted by people who 
leave their faucets turned on day and night 
‘to prevent freezing is said to be 
enormous, Nearly every day in the 
ear the guage readings, showing 
of water in the 
give a decrease in 
supply during the day and a 
decided increase during the night. At 
present, however, in spite of the fact that 
enormous quantities of water are being 
ped into the reservoirs both day and 
ght, the supply Is steadily decreasing. The 
Authorities can, if necessary, increase their 
pumping capacity slightiy. but this they are 
unwilling todo, as in case ofa breakdown 
to any ofthe engines the result would seri- 
ously affect the whole city. 

At 6Jo’clock this morning there was in the 
Compton Hill resevoir just about 8 feet of 
water. The guage readings tor the 
past few days shows an  aver- 
age daily loss of about 1 4-10this 
feet per day. Every loss of about one-tenth 
ofa foot represents about 255,000 gallons. 
There is at present in the reservoir about 
20,833,819 gallons. If the decrease were to 
keep up at this rate unchecked for about 
six more days, the reservoir would be dry 
with the possible exception of a few inches 
of mudin the bottom. With three engines 
working at high pressure, day and 
night, about 48,00),000 galions of water are 

umped into the reservoir every twenty-four 
Sours. The daily consumption has been 
nearly 52,000,000 galions, of which the Water 
Department says that, allowing 25 per cent 
for waste, certainly not over 36,000,000 gal- 
lonss can be used legitimately. This 
means that every day over 16, 000. 000 gallons 
of water is allowed to run from faucets 
left open to prevent freezing. Should 
a large main, say on Grand avenue, 
break by any chance, or even should 
an engine become incapacitated for any 
reason, St. Louls would find herself in a few 
hours without sufficient water to wash away 
the smuts of soot as they settle upon her face. 
Perhaps during the present beer war, bodily 
discomfort from thirst would not er ae 
ut 
the 


great, except to rigid Prohibitionists, 
the emergency is sufficient to cause 
gravest apprehension. 

THE FAMINE OF 1884. 

Those whoremember January, 1884, know 
what a water famine meansina large city. 
On the 7th of that month water ceased 
to flow into the Compton Hl res- 
ervoir at 3 O' clock . and at 
8 o’clock the reservolr was completely 
exhausted. Those who visited the huge 
basin experienced the noveliy of seeing 
crawfish and small fishes disturbing the thick 
mud in the bottom of the basin from 
which they were used to drawing 
their drinking water. At noon that 
day Mayor Ewing issued a proclamation, 
announcing at length the state of affairs, 
and asking the ublic to co-operate 
with the authorities in relieving the 
threatened famine. A number # of 
special inspectors were appointed 
who day and night madea house-to-house 
inspection and immediately cut off the sup- 

ly of any Louseholder found wasting water. 

ot until 6:30 o’clock in the afternoon 
of Jan. 8 did water commence flowing 
back again intothe reservoirs, and it was 
not until Jan. 13 that a gauge reading of 165 
feet was reached, and the city had once more 
a comparatively good service. 


Threatened Coal Famine. 

The promise of warmer weather made to- 
day by the Weather Bureau is gateful news 
to the coal consumers of this city. Coal 
is now up to top prices and at various 


times during the past week considerable 
difficulty has been experienced by small deal- 
ers and consumers in obtaining any at all. 
Even the heavy concerns are exercising great 
caution in making their contracts 
or the immediate delivery of fuel, 
and while. they say that there exists no im- 
mediate cause for alarm, they admit 
that the outlook is assuming a seri- 
ous aspect. Many causes are ass!gneil to 
account for the present scarcity, the lack of 
transportation facilities being givenas the 
principalreason, Other causes are the lack 
of water in the mines, the difficulty in 
securing labor, and particularly the congested 
condition of traffic across the bridge. Mr. 
Gharies E. Wehner, Secretary of the Mt. 
Olive st. Louis Coal Co., said 
the supply gs to fall far short 
of the demand. Most of the dealers he 
thought had ‘apd cag pote by on hand Yo 
ly thelr regular custo e 

one {traffic over the bridge should be de- 
layed for say twelve hours by some accident 
or any other cause, or even if the ice should 
stop the ferryboats we would be in a pretty 
ickle. There is very little coal on hand in 

the city and the daily receipts are all that 
keep us ing. The ratiroads are so Over.

Chinaman Butchered by a Highbinder 
in Chicago. 


MURDERER TAKEN WHILE SPATTERED 
WITH HIS VICTIM’S BLOOD. 


Horrible Scene at a Legal Exscution in 
Glasgow—A Woman Chained to a 
Floor by Her Husband~—Fugitive From 
Justice Arresteil in Canada— Crime 
Brevities. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—The horribly chopped 
body of Jung Din Kan, a Chinese laundry- 
man, was found in his shop this morning. A 
blood -clotted cleaver, hatchet and dagger, 
which nad been used to slay 
him, were near by, while Jung Jack Sin, a 
Chinaman who arrived here from Kansas 
City last evening, was coolly washing his 
hands in the place when the police entered. 


The Kansas City Chinaman was gore spat- 


tered from head to feet. The fellow’s shoes 
had been removed and his stocking: were 
literally soaked in blood. He was instantly 
arrested, but had the effrontery to deny any 
knowledge of the crime, saying he had found 
the dead body on returning from a 
restaurant aiter an hour’s absence. 
The victim’s condition showed, how 
ever, that the crime had taken place many 
hours before. The inhabitants ot the Chinese 
quarter are in a state of excitement over the 
murder and claim that it is evidence of high- 
binders being at work in this city. They say 
Kan and Sin were cousins, but deadly 
enemies, and it is their belief that Sin {came 
to Chicago for the special purpose of mur- 
dering Kan. 


A SICKENING SIGHT. 


HORRIBLE SCENE AT AN EXECUTION IN 


GLASGOW. 


GLASGOW, Jan. 18.—A horrible scene oc- 
curred to-day at the execution of Wm. Me- 
Ewan for the murder of a woman at West 
Pollokschiels. McEwan, after committing 
the crime, had attempted to commit 
suicide by cutting his throat. It was 
thought that he would die fromthe effect of 
the wound, but the doctors succeeded in sav- 
ing him for the gallows, although his neck 
was left -in a very weak condition.

Prices may be 
temporarily high or low, according as the 
supply is limited or abundant relatively to 
the demand, but if the market is allowed 
to take care of itself these inequalities will 
sooner or later cancel themselves. Asa 
regulator of trade free competition is the 
best known, and is the only one which is 
absolutely certain in its workings. 

The trouble with the coal market is that 
there is practically no competition in it. 
A band of corporations has got control of 
the supply above and below the ground, 
and there is no such thing as competition. 
There is no limit to the prices which these 
monopolists can demand short of the ab- 
solute inability of consumers to pay. 
There is either a formal agreement be- 
tween producers or a tacit understanding 
by which the supply is kept down and 
prices are kept up. 

The monopoly must be broken, the mines 
must be thrown open, distribution must 
be freed from vexatious conspiracies and 
the people allowed their fuel at the natural 
price, that is at the price fixed by compe- 
tition. There is a federal law which has 
been pronounced adequate but which has 
not been invoked. If upon trial it should 
insufficient, there are other

Ex-President Hayes, who died yesterday, 
was entitled to better treatment than has 
been accorded to him by the press of either 
party since his retirement from office. 

In every public position he was.an hon- 
est and patriotic official, who aimed to do 
the best he could for his couptry. He 
owed his third term as Governor of Ohio jo 
the fight Tilden 's friends made against 
Gov. Allen, whose election had made Ohioa 
doubtful State,and whose re-election would 
have made him the Democratic nominee 
on a Greenback platform in 1876. The de- 
feat of Allen, with the active assistance of 
Tilden’s managers, was the work of John 
Sherman, and so were the ‘‘subsequent 
proceedings’’ which made Hayes Presi- 
dent of an Administration absolutely con- 
trolled and run by Sherman with a view of 
securing the succession to Sherman. 

Whatever was done in the counting in of 
Hayes was the work of his party ,in whose 


hands he was passive, pending the decis- | 


ion of the electoral controversy. The 
worst features of his Administration were 
chargeable directly to the dominant in- 
fluence of Sherman, and its best features 
were all connected with affairs in which 
Hayes was allowed to assert himself.

Moreover, the expenses of a visit to the 
Spanish possessions in the West Indies, in 
addition to those that would be incurred in 
visiting the United States, would be a drain 
upon the Infanta’s civil list, which is a mod- 
erate one. The Infanta believes that the ex- 
pense would be greater than she could bear.

These 
are the parties that are responsible 
for the statement that there are no deer in 
the State. They are instructed by hunters 
to go this place and that place until they be. 
come disgusted, shoot a few squirrels and 
pull out for home, with the impression that 
there was not deera within 500 miles of 
where they were hunting.’’ 


MISSOURI RIVER TRADE. 

„1 have heard a good deal of talk 
here lately about the railroads Killing the 
Missour! River,“ remarked Col. John S. El- 
liott, a prominent railroad contractor, at 
the Southern, but the fact of the matter is 
the Big Muddy is about as responsible for its 
own future usefulness as the railroads. It 18 
true when the M., K. & E. is completed, 
which it will de by March 1, it will virtually 
kill the steamboat trade from Rocheport, 
Mo., to St. Charles, and when you say 
that you have about summed up the 
Missouri River steamboat business, for there 
are only certain seasons of the yearwhen a 
boat can run any fartherup the river than 
Rocbheport. Two years ago a Kansas City 
concern, knownas the Kansas City and Mis- 
souri River Transportation Co., built three 
large boats, the A. L. Mason, the State of 
Kahsas and the State of Missouri, to de run 
between Kansas City and St. Louis, but 2 
were not able to make two dozen trips all 
told,on aceount ot the stage of the water, and 
are now in the Lower e trade, hav- 
ing abandoned the Missouri some time ago. 
It is anestablished fact that the Missouri 
River for some time past has been utterly un- 
fit for steamboat purposes on account of the 
shallow water, and the railroads have sim- 
py come to the rescue of the producers who 

ive on the shores of the rugged stream who 
are only presented with an opportunity three 
or fourtimesa year by a steamship to ship 
their grain. There is a good trade on the 
Missouri River, but a boat cannot reach it 
except in hi h water. I'll guarantee that 
there isnot four feet of water in the river 
from Kansas City to St. Charles. and as all 
the boats draw not less than four feet, navi- 
gation under these circumstances would 
prove quite dificult.’’

SATOLLI AND M’GLYNN. 


‘Indications That Point to Their Agres- 
1 ment on the School Aue, tog. 


New Tonk, Jan. 18.—The appointment of 
Mgr. Satolli as the permanent representative 
of Pope Leo in America, coming so quickly 
upon the restoration of Fr. McGlynn, adds 
very much to the interest which all classes 
of people have taken in the controversy be- 
tween the former pastor of St. Stephen's and 
Archbishop Corrigan. This interest 1s 
heightened among Catholics by the fact that 
itis well known that Fr. McGlynn made no 
secret of his antagonism to parish schools 
long before the rupture over his teaching of 
the Anti-Poverty Society creed took place. 

The views of the Papal delegate onthe 
school question, as expressed in his Four- 
-teen Propositions to the Archbishops, 
agree with Dr. McGlynn’s repeated utter- 
ances and writings. For twenty years Dr. 
McGlyan’s attitude on the school question 
was foreign to that of many of his superiors, 
and ten years ago it was made the subject of 
newspaper discussion, based on correspond- 
ence and criticism from Rome. Inan address 
at Cooper Union, Sept. 7, 1890, Dr. McGlynn 
spoke forcibly on this question. Hs said:

Since the consolidation of the Laclede and 
old St. Louis gas- light companies in 1890 
quite a number of changes have been made 
among the subordinate officers, the latest 
being the retirement of Mr.James D. Thomp- 
son from the vice-presidency.
